Three men jailed for 33 
years for kidnapping 


THREE men have been sentenced 
to a total of 33 years in prison 
after they held a man against his 
will in Charlton. 

The sentence follows an 
investigation by detectives in 
Greenwich. 

Andre Phillips, 21 of Rosedale 
Close, Abbey Wood; Jamelle 
Baptiste, 1 9, of Wricklemarsh 
Road, Kidbrooke, and Lyndon 
Johnson, 24 from Waltham Forest, 
were all sentenced at Woolwich 
Crown Court on October 5, after 
a four- week trial. 

Johnson and Baptiste received 
a total 12 years in prison each for 
false imprisonment, possession 
of a firearm, possession of a 
firearm with intent to commit an 
offence and assault, whilst Andre 
Phillips received nine years for 
false imprisonment. One further 
person, arrested and charged as 
part of the initial investigation, 
remains in custody pending trial 
for his involvement. 

The case follows events on 
January 19 just after 10pm when 
police in Greenwich received a 
999 call from members of the 
public who had witnessed a man 
being taken against his will. 

Police went to Greenbay Road 
in Charlton, where they found 
a 20-year-old being detained 
against his will whilst being 


assaulted and threatened with a 
shotgun. 

The victim had been forced 
to ring family and friends and 
ordered to hand over £5,000 to 
his assailants. When he failed 
to raise the money, the suspects 
threatened to kill him, however 
officers arrived in time and 
managed to disrupt the suspects. 

Five men were arrested on the 
same evening, after the police 
helicopter India 99, response 
officers and detectives from 
Greenwich set up a manhunt to 
catch them. 

Detective Sergeant Mick Smith 
in charge of the investigation 
said: “The victim went through a 
terrifying ordeal and I am pleased 
with the sentence the three men 
have received - they are dangerous 
individuals and are now behind 
bars. Police in Greenwich would 
like to thank all the witnesses 
that came forward and called 
police when they noticed the 
victim being assaulted. They 
probably saved his life by calling 
us. I hope that this sends a clear 
message to anyone else trying 
to extort money whilst using 
violence and guns. We will 
thoroughly investigate incidents 
of this kind and will do all that 
we can to bring those responsible 
to court”. 


Police launch appeal 
after copper thieves 
cause flooding at flats 


POLICE are appealing for 
information from anyone who may 
have seen metal thieves who stole 
copper parts from water tanks 
causing the flooding of a block of 
flats. 

Forty homes were evacuated over the 
weekend and temporary accommodation 
found for residents after gallons of water 
poured through the ten storey building 
in Villas Road, Woolwich. 

It happened after thieves stole copper 
parts from the two main water tanks in 
the block last Thursday afternoon. The 
flooding led to a small electrical fire in 
one of the flats and varying degrees of 
damage to each property. 

Royal Borough staff were on site as 
soon as they were alerted and worked 
with Thames Water and the fire brigade 
to stop the flow of water. 

Around 80 to 100 residents were offered 
the use of a rest area until temporary 
accommodation could be found for 
them over the weekend. 


Cllr Steve Offord, the royal borough’s 
cabinet member for housing, said:: 
“Our staff remained on site overnight 
to provide support to the residents, and 
staff are continuing to work on site. 
The block needs to be dried out before 
full electricity supply can be restored. 
Our thanks go to staff at the Glyndon 
community centre who helped to 
provide emergency care for residents.” 

The level and cost of the damage was 
still being assessed. 

Plumstead Police who are 
investigating the theft said: “At this 
stage it would appear that the flood 
resulted from the theft of copper parts 
in the two main water tanks in the 
block, and we are examining CCTV 
footage to see what evidence this might 
contain. We would urge anyone with 
information about this crime, or who 
saw anyone acting suspiciously in the 
area to call Sergeant Craig Johnson 
and the Glyndon Safe Neighbourhoods 
team on 020 8721 2638.”

STUDENTS from Greenwich 
Community College are the driving 
force behind a unique exhibition of 
artwork that depicts life in Royal 
Greenwich in 2012. 

The free show is on at the Discover 
Greenwich Visitor Centre in Cutty Sark 
Gardens until October 21 and brings to 
life the findings of a community survey 
where the students asked people what 
living in the royal borough meant for 
them. 

Themes of the artworks include the 
impact of the Olympics and Paralympics, 
the pride in military connections with the 
arrival of the King’s Troop Royal Horse 
Artillery, the aftermath of last year’s 
riots, and a celebration of equality and 
diversity. 

It came about because students from the 
college’s Level 1 Public Services course 
wanted to produce a piece of legacy 
artwork to represent their community. 
They devised some designs based on the 
survey’s findings, then worked with local 
artist Shallman Quashie who produced 
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the artwork 

The students 

are learning 

about the military, the prison and 
emergency services on their course, 
and many see it as a career step. 

Chloe Rigg, 17, from Woolwich, who 
wants to become a firefighter, told GT: 
“We did a survey of both students, and 
people in the street and asked what most 
showed what their community was like.” 

Emily Grain, 18, from Charlton, who 
wants to become a prison or police officer, 
said: “We came up with the ideas for the 
artist to work on, and briefed him. it was a 
chance for teamwork and team-building.” 


And Ugur Celikbilek, 17, from New 
Eltham, who wants to join the police, 
said: “We thought it was important to 
feature the Olympics, and the best bit 
was helping to design it. It took us eight 
weeks, and we then spent two weeks 
briefing the artist.” 

Artist Shallman Quashie told GT: 
“It was really nice working with the 
students, and I was able to pass on some 
of my skills to them. They didn’t know 
much about art before this, and it helped

A pair of students from Ravensbourne 
college started a business two years ago, 
and in their second year doubled their 
turnover. So far, clients have included one 
of Italy’s most iconic motor companies, 
and a pop star who’s launching a clothing 
line.

Like going into the Dragons’ Den, the 
pitch had to be perfect. Billy added: “We 
pitched an idea that was retro - like the 
bike - and made an animation. We worked 
really hard in practising the presentation 
over and over again.” 

“We’re quite lucky in that most of our 
clients have been very happy with what 
we’ve done.” 

Their client base has so far been really 
diverse, including a florist, a violin 
restorer and a current customer is a pop 
star who’s launching his own fashion 
label. 

Klinical are remaining tight-lipped 
about the identity of the star - we wanted 
to spill the beans but there’s no time. . . 

The pair are now launching a new 
business directory for Greenwich, which 
they hope will become as indispensable 
as the Yellow Pages or the Thomson 
Directory.

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Moves on foot 
tunnel delay 

THE cabinet of the Royal Borougn of 
Greenwich is set to consider a report 
tomorrow (October 17) to review the 
refurbishment of the two foot tunnels 
under the Thames and to agree a course of 
action to allow the work to be completed as 
quickly as possible. 

Refurbishment of the tunnels has been 
ongoing since 2010. The project has 
suffered severe delays and has resulted 
in the council changing contractors to 
facilitate the completion of the work. 

The work is now substantially over budget 
and while seeking to complete the works as 
expeditiously as possible, the council will 
be seeking to recover costs from previous 
contractors through negotiation, contract 
dispute resolution and possibly litigation. 
During the course of the refurbishment, 
project management arrangements 
have been intensified and an enhanced 
programme of works agreed to ensure that 
the tunnels could be operational as soon as 
possible and to minimise the inconvenience 
to the public. The Royal Borough of 
Greenwich shares the frustration of tunnel 
users and the public over the time taken 
to complete this project and apologises 
for the ongoing delays to this work. Legal 
advice is being sought to determine any 
case for recovering the additional costs 
from the contractors.

CANNABIS with a street value 
of more than £600,000 was seized 
across Greenwich when officers took 
part in “Operation Hawk”, tackling 
drug-related crime. 

Three cannabis factories were closed 
in Lakedale Road, Plumstead, Kenya 
Road, Charlton, and the biggest factory 
ever discovered in Herringham Road, 
Charlton. 

A total of 850 cannabis plants were seized 
in Herringham Road while 300 cannabis 
resin parcels worth approximately 
£100,000 were seized in Kenya Road. 

Officers also seized £44,000 under the 
Proceeds of Crime Act. The operation 
followed a renewed call to the public to 


encourage them to come forward with 
information about who may be selling or 
cultivating drugs in their area.

that we find more Murrays.” 

Steve Johnston, tennis 
development officer of the 
Greenwich City Tennis 
Club based at Eltham 
Park South, told GT:“With 
the council’s strategy of 
making Hornfair Park 
a sporting hub, we’ll be 
helping to manage the 
courts with a view to setting 
up a community club there. 

“It will cater for people in 
the Charlton and Woolwich 
area who would not get easily 
to the Eltham base. It’s very 
central, which is good, and 
we’ll be running programmes 
very similar to the ones at 
Eltham with juniors from 
four or five upwards to adults. 

“It’s a great opportunity for 
schools as well. We’llbe looking 
to organise competitions and 
tournaments there.” 

“What Hornfair has that we 
don’t are the four mini-courts 
for the younger age groups, 
which means that children 
can graduate through a 
performance pathway to the 


adult courts.” 

The club will provide free 
access for Greenwich residents 
to play tennis during off peak 
periods. Royal Greenwich and 
the clubs will launch a big 
summer programme in 2013. 

The new courts have been 
funded from the Playground 
to Podium Legacy Fund the 
Lawn Tennis Association 
and the Mayor of London. 

Cllr Peter Kotz, the royal 
borough’s cabinet member for 
culture and creative industries, 
said: “The new tennis courts 
represent the latest sporting 
legacy and demonstrates our 
commitment to developing 
accessible sporting facilities 
for the local community. This 
latest addition to Hornfair Park, 
which already boasts a BMX 
race track, grass sports pitches 
with team changing rooms and 
a 50m heated lido, makes it a 
true multi- sports park.”

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 
If you’re not, register an application on line at 

www.royalgreenwich.gov.uk 


Find your applicant number 

It will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich about the new scheme. You’ll need that number and 
the reference number of the property you’re after, which will be on 
the advert.
